Report  on  Health  Centres 

COMMITTEE'S  RECOMMENDATIONS  ADOPTED 

THE  London  Executive  Council  at  its  meeting  on  July  26  accepted  the 
recommendations  of  the  London  Local  Medical  Committee  in  relation 
to  the  future  provision  of  health  centres. 
Reasons  for,  and  details  of,  the  recom- 


mendations are  set  out  in  the  Commit- 
tee's report  (June  1956),  which  was 
reviewed  by  the  Council  at  that  meeting. 
The  report  reviews  the  accommodation, 
costs,  conditions,  working  arrangements, 
patient  attendances,  etc.,  at  four  health 
centres  and  one  group  practice  in  Eng- 
land. Its  main  conclusion  is  that,  up  to 
now,  too  much  attention  has  been  paid 
to  buildings,  and  too  little  to  the  people 
who  work  in  them  and  use  them.  The 
Committee's  detailed  recommendations 
include  the  following :  — 

1.  That  the  initial  cost  of  health  cen- 
tres can  and  should  be  greatly  reduced. 

2.  That  the  scheme  for  the  reserva- 
tion of  sites  suggested  in  the  Commit- 
tee's report  be  explored  by  the  London 
County  Council,  and,  if  found  practic- 
able, be  immediately  extended  to  the 
whole  country. 

3.  That  health  centres  of  modest  pro- 
portions be  erected  as  soon  as  possible. 

4.  That  the  doctors  working  in  a 
health  centre  should  be  consulted  on 
the  appointment  of  their  ancillary  staff. 

Drug  Costs  for  Doctors 

REVISED  EDITION  OF  LIST 

A  REVISED  edition  of  the  booklet 
showing  the  cost  to  the  National  Health 
Service  of  standard  and  proprietary 
medicines  is  being  distributed  to  doctors 
and  chemists  by  Executive  Councils,  at 
the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
The  costs  are  based  on  prices  for  April 
1956  prescriptions.  Of  160  proprietary 
medicines  set  against  their  "  official 
equivalents,"  eighty-eight  are  more  ex- 
pensive than  their  equivalents,  sixty-five 
are  cheaper  and  seven  are  the  same 
price.  In  the  previous  edition  published 
in  October  1955,  ninety-two  out  of  164 
were  more  expensive,  sixty-four  cheaper 
and  eight  the  same.  The  figures  for  the 
first  two  editions  were  sixty-five  dearer 
out  of  121,  and  sixty-four  dearer  out  of 
124. 

Dublin  Conference 

BOOKINGS  CLOSED 

THE  Dublin  local  committee  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  an- 
nounces that  bookings  are  completed 
and  no  further  applications  for  tickets 
for  the  Conference  meeting  at  Dublin 
in  September  can  be  accepted. 


Container  Allowance 

NEW  RATE  FOR  JUNE  PRESCRIPTIONS 

THE  Minister  of  Health,  in  a  circular 
dated  July  23,  advised  Executive  Coun- 
cils that  he  has  approved  the  recom- 
mended increase  in  the  container  allow- 
ance (see  C.  &  D.,  July  7,  p.  1).  Pricing 
offices  have  been  instructed  to  apply 
the  new  rate  of  155d.  per  prescription 
for  items  dispensed  in  June  1956.  Pay- 
ment of  arrears  for  November  1955  to 
May  1956  is  being  made  in  August 
with  payment  for  the  June  prescriptions. 

Ground  Glass  Joints 

NEW  BRITISH  STANDARD 

A  BRITISH  Standard  just  issued  for 
spherical  ground-glass  joints  for  labora- 
tory glassware  gives  nominal  dimen- 
sions and  tolerances  for  six  sizes.  The 
sizes  include  most  of  those  which  are 
already  well  established  in  Britain  and 
some  which  are  in  common  use  in  the 
United  States.  The  tolerances  specified 
are  selected  to  ensure  satisfactory  inter- 
changeability  of  cups  and  balls.  Suitable 
test  methods  are  described  in  appen- 
dices. The  joints  are  designated  by  a 
combination  of  two  numbers  represent- 
ing the  nominal  diameter  of  the  ball  or 
cup  in  mm.,  and  the  nominal  diameter 
in  mm.  of  the  glass  tubing  to  which  the 
ball  or  cup  is  normally  attached.  The 
actual  diameter  of  the  ball  or  cup,  and 


the  tolerances  are  specified  in  inches.

B.C.G.  Vaccination 

INTENSIFIED  CAMPAIGN 

A  CIRCULAR  issued  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  on  July  23  to  local  health 
authorities,  asks  that  those  authorities 
who  have  not  yet  offered  B.C.G.  vaccin- 
ation against  tuberculosis  to  school 
leavers  should  now  do  so,  and  that  those 
authorities  who  have  not  yet  made  full 
use  of  their  power  to  offer  the  vaccine 
should  intensify  their  efforts,  with  a  view 
to  securing  the  vaccination  of  a  larger 
number  of  school  leavers  in  their  area. 
The  circular  refers  to  circular  22/53,  in 
which  the  Minister  approved  proposals 
by  local  health  authorities  to  offer 
B.C.G.  vaccination  to  thirteen-year-old 
children,  and  says  the  Minister  realised 
when  that  circular  was  issued  that  some 
authorities  would  wish  to  await  the  re- 
sults of  a  large-scale  trial  undertaken 
by  the  Medical  Research  Council  on  the 
effect  of  the  vaccination  of  children 
aged  fourteen  to  fifteen.  The  first  report 
of  the  Medical  Research  Council's  Com- 
mittee on  Tuberculosis  Vaccines  has 
now  been  published,  says  the  circular, 
and  it  specifically  endorses  the  value  of 
the  vaccination  of  children  between 
their  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  birth- 
days. In  the  case  of  those  authorities 
whose  approved  proposals  do  not  allow 
for  the  provision  of  B.C.G.  vaccination 
for  school  children,  the  Minister  sug- 
gests an  amendment  to  the  proposals, 
to  provide  for  the  extension  of  B.C.G. 
vaccination  to  other  sections  of  the  pop- 
ulation as  may  be  approved  by  the 
Minister.

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Drug  Testing 

LONDON  AND  MIDDLESEX  REPORTS 

THE  annual  report  for  1955-56  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  for  the 
County  of  London  states  that,  during 
the  year,  630  drug  samples  were  tested 
and  "  the  high  standard  of  accuracy  .  .  . 
has  been  maintained."  There  were  in 
the  area  at  March  31,  1,138  pharmacies 
(nine  less  than  in  the  previous  year), 
twenty-five  drug  stores,  and  249  sup- 
pliers of  surgical  appliances.  The  Mid- 
dlesex Pharmaceutical  Committee  re- 
ports that,  during  1955-56,  336  drug 
samples  and  sixty-six  appliances  were 
tested.  Nineteen  cases  (against  thirty 
during  1954-55)  were  considered  by 
the  pharmaceutical  service  committee. 

IRISH  NEWS 

Limerick  Chemists 

ASSOCIATION'S  SCOPE  ENLARGED 

IT  was  decided  at  a  recent  meeting  of 
Limerick  Chemists'  Association  to  en- 
large the  Association  to  include  phar- 
macists in  the  counties  of  Clare  and 
Limerick,  and  part  of  North  Tipperary. 
Mr.  Gerard  I.  Riordan  presided.  Mr. 
M.  Power  moved  the  proposition, 
seconded  by  Mr.  H.  W.  Ferguson. 
They  pointed  out  that  the  chemists  in 
those  areas  were  isolated  from  existing 
local  associations,  and  should  be 
attached  to  the  Limerick  body.  The 
question  of  sending  a  deputation  to  the 
Limerick  city  manager  to  discuss  the 
supply  of  maternity  packs  by  Limerick 
chemists  was  deferred,  pending  a  report 
from  one  pharmacist  who  had  already 
arranged  to  see  the  city  manager. 
Among  matters  raised  by  pharmacists 
attending  the  meeting  were  the  charges 
for  packed  goods  made  by  some  whole- 
sale firms,  and  allegations  that  discounts 
were  being  allowed  by  some  retailers  to 
civil-service  staff  associations,  and  elec- 
tricity-supply board  staff  organisations. 
Mr.  Brendan  Smith  (secretary,  Irish 
Drug  Association)  replied  to  a  number 
of  queries  and  outlined  I.D.A.  policy. 
(Since  the  meeting  it  has  been  learned 
that  Limerick  city  manager  has  agreed 
that  retail  chemists  in  the  city  shall  be 
the  suppliers  of  maternity  packs  at  14s. 
each.) 

Import  Levies 

BIG  INCREASE  NOW  OPERATIVE 

THE  Government  of  the  Irish  Republic 
on  July  25  announced  further  measures 
to  reduce  Eire's  balance  of  payments 
deficit.  The  special  import  levy  of  25 
per  cent,  ad  valorem  which  has  been  in 
operation  on  a  wide  range  of  pharma- 
ceutical and  toilet  goods  since  March 
(see  C.  &  D.,  March  24,  p.  202),  has 
been  increased  to  40  per  cent,  ad 
valorem  for  goods  imported  from  the 
United  Kingdom  and  Canada  (60  per 
cent,  for  goods  from  other  countries). 
In  addition  a  new  levy  (Special  Import 
(No.  2)  Levy)  at  the  rate  of  25  per  cent. 
ad  valorem  is  introduced  on  a  wide 
range  of  articles  imported  from  the  U.K. 
and  Canada  (37j  per  cent,  from  other 
countries)  amongst  which  are: — Hair 
combs,  pins,  grips,  curling  grips;  weigh- 
ing machines  and  scales  excluding  those 


designed  for  scientific  or  laboratory  use; 
stoppers  made  wholly  or  partly  of  cork 
for  bottles,  flasks,  jars,  etc.;  glue,  gela- 
tin and  size;  natural  gums,  resins,  gum- 
resins,  and  balsams;  beeswax  and  other 
insect  waxes;  vegetable  waxes.  The 
levies  became  effective  on  July  26. 

I.D.A.  Officers 

ELECTED  FOR  1956-57 

AT  a  recent  committee  meeting  of  the 
Irish  Drug  Association  Mr.  Frederick  J. 
Robinson  was  unanimously  elected 
President;  Mr.  John  Gleeson,  Vice-presi- 
dent, and  Mr.  Denis  J.  Murphy,  Trea- 
surer (in  succession  to  the  late  Mr.  T.  C. 
Scott). 


THE  second  annual  report  (1955-56)  of 
the  United  Kingdom  Atomic  Energy 
Authority  was  presented  to  Parliament 
on  July  25.  The  report  states  that  the 
dominant  feature  of  the  year  has  been 
the  great  increase  of  interest  and  activity 
in  the  development  of  nuclear  energy  as 
a  source  of  power  for  peaceful  purposes. 
All  information  relating  to  current  tech- 
niques for  the  extraction  of  uranium 
from  its  ores  was  freed  from  security 
restrictions  in  August  1955,  and  that  has 
enabled  an  account  to  be  published  of 
the  ion-exchange  process,  by  which 
methods  originally  developed  for  the 
softening  of  water  were  applied  to  the 
extraction  of  uranium  from  low-grade 
ores.  A  great  part  was  played  in  that 
development  by  the  radiochemical 
group  of  the  Chemical  Research  Labor- 
atory, Department  of  Scientific  and  In- 
dustrial Research. 

The  need  to  take  unusual  precautions 
against  radioactivity  helps  to  keep  em- 
ployees safety-conscious,  says  the  report. 
Coupled  with  the  careful  design  of  plant 
and  equipment,  that  has  resulted  in  a 
low  incidence  of  industrial  accidents,  the 
figures  comparing  well  with  those  for 
the  chemical  industry.  "  In  fact  employ- 
ment in  the  Authority  is  safer  than  in 
most  comparable  industries." 

The  Authority's  programme  of  reactor 
operation  will  result  in  a  plentiful  sup- 
ply of  radioactive  by-products,  and  the 
radiation  emitted  from  them  has  great 
potential  use  in  industry.  That  poten- 
tial is  being  explored  by  the  technologi- 
cal irradiation  group  of  the  Isotope 
Division. 

The  report  says  that  work  on  the 
sterilisation  of  drugs  has  shown  that 
antibiotics,  normally  destroyed  by 
heat  sterilisation,  can  be  completely 
freed  from  bacteriological  contami- 
nation by  simple  irradiation.  The 
potency  of  the  drug  is  not  affected, 
since  virtually  no  rise  in  temperature 
takes  place. 

About  15,000  curies  of  cobalt  60  have 
been  made  and  loaded  into  machines  for 
cancer  therapy  and  for  industrial  irra- 
diation. A  dozen  British  hospitals  and 
several  others  in  Europe  are  using 
cobalt  for  teletherapy.  Production  of 
caesium  137  at  Windscale  is  expected 
to  start  in  the  autumn,  and  plans  are 
being  made  for  its  use  in  sources  to 
replace  the  usual  200-kilowatt  x-ray

They  are  open  only  for 
business  in  connection  with  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference.  The  head- 
quarters of  the  Irish  Drug  Association, 
27  Merrion  Square,  Dublin,  is  also 
closed  during  the  month  and  is  not  re- 
opening for  the  pricing  of  prescriptions 
until  after  the  Conference. 


set  for  therapy.  More  requests  are  being 
received  for  samples  which  have  to  have 
carefully-scheduled  irradiation  because 
they  are  required  with  a  predetermined 
level  of  activity.  For  example,  gold 
grains  for  therapy  are  prepared  that  will 
have  a  specified  activity  at  the  time  of 
their  use  in  an  operation. 

New  applications  of  radioactive  iso- 
topes mentioned  are  the  investigation 
of  beach  pollution  by  sewage  and  the 
detection  of  leaks  in  water  mains  and 
oil  pipelines.  The  numbers  of  isotope 
consignments  supplied  to  hospitals,  uni- 
versities, industry,  government  depart- 
ments, Atomic  Energy  Authority  estab- 
lishments, etc.,  in  the  United  Kingdom 
during  the  year  were  6,603  from  Har- 
well and  8,167  from  Amersham,  and  to 
overseas  countries  2,960  from  Harwell 
and  4,648  from  Amersham.  The  value 
of  isotope  sales  was  nearly  £500,000, 
including  exports  to  over  fifty  countries.

Hospital  Pharmacy 


Pharmacists  everywhere  will  share  the  concern  expressed  by  Mr.  V.  J. 
Collins  in  the  questions  he  addressed  to  the  Minister  of  Health  in  Parlia- 
ment. Mr.  Collins  is  justifiably  worried  about  the  staffing  of  pharmaceutical 
departments  in  hospitals,  and  in  no  uncertain  manner  he  indicated  to  Mr. 
Turton  the  remedy  for  the  deficiency.  The  fact  that  established  staff  has  to 
be  supplemented  by  the  engagement  of  locums,  and  that  such  locum  help 
can  only  be  obtained  at  a  much  higher  figure  than  is  offered  in  the  scale, 
points  to  where  the  fault  lies,  and  the  sooner  conditions  are  altered  to 
secure  an  adequate  and  contented  staff  the  better  for  the  hospital  service. 
I  must  confess,  though,  that  the  Minister's  statement  that  the  remuneration 
of  locum  pharmacists  was  a  matter  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Whitley  Council 
was  news  to  me.  It  would  seem  to  be  a  work  of  supererogation  to  tackle 
the  problem  of  locum  fees  when  the  whole  question  of  salary  scales  for  the 
permanent  staff  is  crying  out  for  improvement.  It  is  possible  that  the  official 
conception  of  the  pharmaceutical  service  in  hospitals  is  out  of  focus  owing 
to  the  fact  that  hospitals  before  the  Health  Service  were  either  voluntary  or 
municipal.  The  voluntary  hospitals  were  in  a  state  of  perpetual  penury,  and 
the  municipal  authorities  treated  pharmacy  in  a  manner  that  must  have 
brought  balm  to  the  souls  of  city  treasurers.  Generally  the  pharmacist 
employed  by  either  was  actuated,  to  some  extent,  by  a  liking  for  the  kind  of 
work  the  hospital  service  offered.  But  the  gap  between  retail  and  hospital 
pharmacy  has  widened,  and  the  employing  authority  appears  to  have 
inherited,  so  far  as  pharmacy  is  concerned,  the  careful  habits  of  its  pre- 
decessors. 


Council  Meeting  Reports 


In  May  of  each  year,  occasion  is  taken  to  deplore  the  lack  of  interest  in 
the  affairs  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  as  evidenced  by  the  low  return  of 
voting  papers.  Many  members  do  not  attend  branch  meetings,  some  from 
lack  of  interest  or  inclination,  and  some  because  of  a  measure  of  inaccessi- 
bility. Nevertheless,  we  have  a  Council  which  meets  monthly,  and  whose 
proceedings  should  be  reported  in  such  a  manner  as  to  enable  the  electorate 
to  make  up  its  mind  annually  on  the  merits  of  those  who  offer  themselves 
for  re-election.  It  would  be  unreasonable  to  expect  a  report  on  the  lines  of 
Hansard — it  might  even  be  disastrous — but  it  would  be  helpful  to  know  the 
attitude  of  councillors  to  questions  of  importance,  and  that  is  frequently 
denied  to  us.  These  reflections  are  prompted  by  your  leader  dealing  with 
the  drafting  of  regulations  in  connection  with  the  new  proposals  for  regis- 
tration as  a  student  (p.  93).  A  perusal  of  the  Council  reports  since  April 
leaves  decided  gaps  in  the  narrative,  and  it  would  appear  that  new  regu- 
lations have  been  drafted  which  presumably  embody  amendments  that 
we  have  not  been  permitted  to  see  so  far.  Even  granting  that  an  executive 
body  must  use  executive  powers,  there  seems  an  element  of  secrecy  in  the 
proceedings  so  briefly  reported. 

The  Strain  Is  On 

There  is  a  terrific  struggle  in  progress  at  the  moment.  People  in  research 
laboratories  are  working  with  feverish  intensity.  Pressure  groups  are  writing 
exciting  medical  literature,  with  wet  cloths  swathed  round  their  temples. 
Boards  of  directors  are  discussing,  with  scarcely-concealed  agitation,  the 
implications  of  the  new  product  from  their  research  laboratories.  Time  is 
of  the  essence,  and  medical  representatives  are  straining  at  the  leash  to  join 
in  the  fray.  At  a  given  signal  they  are  away  with  a  frantic  and  fanatical  zeal 
to  harass  the  physician,  groaning  under  the  load  of  full  waiting  rooms.  The 
physician  snatches  the  literature  with  the  light  of  despair  in  his  eye,  and! 
scribbles  with  such  nervous  energy  that  the  writing  is  almost  indecipherable. 
The  patient  grabs  the  EC10  before  the  ink  is  dry,  and  runs  to  the  chemist, 
who  stares  with  a  glassy  look  at  the  prescription.  He  goes  behind  the  scenes, 
ruffles  his  hair  and  beats  his  breast,  while  hastily  and  with  shaking  finger 
scanning  the  new  products.  Of  course !  Here  it  is !  A  new  tranquilliser ! 
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IRISH  DRUG  ASSOCIATION 

President's  address  at  annual  meeting 


THE  Irish  Drug  Association  was  one 
of  the  founding  bodies  of  the  recently 
formed  Congress  of  Irish  Retail 
Traders,  said  Mr.  Denis  J.  Murphy 
(president  of  the  Association),  when  ad- 
dressing the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association  in  Dublin  on  July  9.  The 
Department  of  Industry  and  Commerce, 
said  Mr.  Murphy,  had  interested  itself 
more  in  Irish  industry  than  in  Irish 
commerce,  and  the  commercial  life  of 
members  in  the  distributive  and  retail 
trades  had  been  largely  ignored.  To 
counteract  that  state  of  affairs  the  Con- 
gress of  Retail  Traders  had  been  set  up; 
its  aims  would  be  to  protect  Irish  retail 
traders. 

Eventful  Years 

The  past  few  years  had  been  the 
most  eventful  in  the  affairs  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, and  1954  had  seen  the  com- 
mencement of  the  Fair  Trade  Commis- 
sion inquiry,  which  had  been  carried 
into  1955.  The  resumption  of  the  Fair 
Trade  Commission  inquiry  had  con- 
tinued over  approximately  twenty-eight 
days,  costing  the  Association,  in  law 
fees  alone,  to  date  just  over  £1,000. 
That  sum  had  been  paid  out  of  the 
special  "  fighting  fund  "  established  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland, 
and  basically  the  Association  had  not 
been  involved  in  any  extra  outlay.  The 
work  in  connection  with  the  inquiry, 
together  with  the  other  activities  of 
the  Association  and  the  coming  into 
operation  of  the  Health  Acts,  had 
caused  a  large  number  of  committee 
meetings,  particularly  in  the  winter  of 
1955.  Mr.  Murphy  thanked  his  col- 
leagues for  attending  those  meetings, 
and  his  colleagues  on  the  committee  for 
their  help  in  negotiations  with  officials 
of  the  Department  of  Health  over  the 
supply  of  "  middle-income-group " 
medicines  under  the  Health  Acts. 

In  connection  with  the  Health  Acts 
many  deputations  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland,  the  Department  of 
Health,  and  Dublin  Corporation  had 
taken  place,  and  meetings  in  the  coun- 
try had  been  necessary,  with  committee 
members  travelling  to  different  centres. 

In  the  development  of  the  maternity 
and  infant  scheme  provided  under  the 
Health  Act  for  the  lower  and  middle 
income  groups,  the  Association  was  re- 
sponsible for  pricing  prescriptions. 
Members  should  closely  follow  the  in- 
structions sent  out  by  circular,  and  any- 
one in  doubt  should  contact  the  Asso- 
ciation's offices.  It  would  take  some 
time  to  have  the  various  health  ser- 
vices functioning  smoothly,  and  with 
satisfaction  to  all,  and  the  full  co-opera- 
tion of  members  would  be  needed  to 
insure  the  efficient  operation  of  the 
pharmaceutical  services.  If  those  ser- 
vices were  at  an  efficient  level,  chemists 
would  be  able  to  improve  and  consoli- 
date their  position  under  all  regulations 
and  Acts  pertaining  to  health  that 
might  be  made  in  the  future.  Percent- 
age pricing  of  prescriptions  might  not 
please  all,  but  chemists  were  endeavour- 
ing to  take  over  what  was  at  present 
being   supplied    through  dispensaries, 


so  as  eventually  to  have  medicines  sup- 
plied through  chemists  only. 

At  the  beginning  of  1955,  meetings 
had  taken  place  with  representatives  of 
the  employees'  unions,  and  wage  in- 
creases payable  back  to  September  1954 
had  been  granted.  Members  had  ab- 
sorbed those  increases  themselves,  and 
had  not  inflated  prices  in  order  to  re- 
imburse themselves.  A  special  meeting 
had  been  held  in  connection  with  the 
increases,  and  also  in  connection  with 
the  alteration  in  the  rule  governing 
voting. 

One  or  two  matters  had  occurred 
during  the  year  which  had  caused  con- 
cern to  the  committee.  There  had  been 
excessive  "  sampling  "  by  certain  firms, 
and  discounts  had  been  granted  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Civil  Service,  Gael  Linn, 
staffs  and  employees  of  big  concerns. 
Members  should  refrain  from  allowing 
discounts  to  any  section  of  the  com- 
munity or  to  units  of  employees.  Were 
chemists  to  weaken  on  any  sector 
another  group  would  seek  discount, 
with  the  result  that  every  customer 
would  be  looking  for  discount  in  some 
guise  or  another. 

While  price  cutting  by  non-chemists 
occurred  in  Dublin,  it  was  practically 
non-existent  throughout  the  rest  of  Ire- 
land. The  standard  of  price  mainten- 
ance by  chemists  in  the  whole  country 
was  high. 

During  the  year  contact  had  been 
continued  with  sister  organisations  in 
Northern  Ireland  and  England  through 
visits  by  the  secretary  to  meetings  of 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  and 
the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Associa- 
tion. 

Mr.  Murphy  thanked  members  of  the 
committee  for  their  co-operation  and 
help  throughout  the  year  and  Mr.  Smith 
(secretary  of  the  Association),  who  had 
carried  the  weight  of  work  made  neces- 
sary by  the  Fair  Trade  Commission 
inquiry.  Mr.  Murphy  appealed  to  the 
members  for  loyalty  and  support  in  the 
future. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  C.  J.  Cremen, 
seconded  by  Mr.  A.  Thornton,  the 
president's  report  was  adopted. 

Savings  of  Cost 

Mr.  T.  C.  Scott  (treasurer),  present- 
ing his  report,  stated  that  the  Associa- 
tion had  been  affected  by  rising  costs 
but,  despite  general  increases,  savings 
had  been  effected.  During  the  year 
2,600  price  alterations  or  additions  had 
been  circularised,  giving  an  average  of 
over  fifty  a  week.  Over  16,000  prescrip- 
tions had  been  priced — an  average  of 
seventy  a  day.  There  had  been  a  saving 
in  salaries  of  £29. 

To  administer  the  affairs  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, approximately  fifty  committee 
and  subcommittee  meetings  had  been 
held.  There  were  also  meetings  with 
representatives  of  the  trade  unions,  with 
government  officials,  with  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland,  with  other 
trade  bodies,  and  with  representatives 
of  manufacturers  and  wholesalers. 
Most  of  the  extra  committee  meetings 
and  journeys  had  been  occasioned  by 


the  Fair  Trade  Commission  inquiry  and 
the  recent  Health  Act  Regulations.  Ex- 
penses such  as  rates,  taxes,  travelling 
expenses,  light,  fuel,  and  stationery 
continued  to  rise.  The  Association's 
activities  and  work  continued  to  ex- 
pand. Total  income  for  the  year  was 
£5,693,  and  expenditure  £5,821,  which 
showed  a  deficit.  Had  members  paid 
their  subscriptions  earlier,  there  would 
have  been  a  considerable  sum  to  credit. 
Salaries  came  to  £1,998,  against  £2,027; 
printing  and  stationery  showed  an  in- 
crease of  £8  to  £1,377,  and  postages 
and  telephones  were  down  by  £18  to 
£370.  The  bank  overdraft,  at  £61 
against  £49,  was  higher,  members  being 
slower  in  paying  their  subscriptions; 
therefore  the  interest  and  charges  were 
up.  To  help  in  obtaining  extra  revenue, 
the  committee  proposed  to  increase 
slightly  the  advertising  rates,  which  had 
not  been  revised  since  1952.  If  in- 
creased revenue  were  not  obtained  from 
advertising  in  1957,  the  subscription 
would  have  to  be  increased.  At  its 
present  figure  the  Association  was  one 
of  the  cheapest  commercial  bodies  in 
the  country,  and  one  of  the  best  servic- 
ing bodies  in  any  walk  of  life. 

Value  for  Subscriptions 

Mr.  J.  Gleeson,  proposing  adoption 
of  the  treasurer's  report  complimented 
Mr.  Scott  on  the  detailed  and  com- 
prehensive way  in  which  he  had  pre- 
sented the  figures.  Mr.  J.  A.  O'Rourke, 
seconding,  said  that  members  should 
realise  the  value  they  were  getting  for 
their  subscriptions.  For  the  man  in  retail 
business  it  would  be  impossible  to  carry 
on  without  the  list  and  the  price 
changes  circulated  by  the  Association. 
The  report  was  adopted  and,  on  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Scott,  seconded  by  Mr. 
F.  J.  Robinson,  Miss  Anne  Macna- 
mara  was  re-elected  Auditor. 

The  president  declared  the  following 
out-going  members  of  the  Committee 
re-elected: — Messrs.  P.  McAuliffe,  C.  J. 
Cremen,  A.  C.  Hennessy,  G.  C.  O'Neill, 
D.  J.  Murphy,  D.  Woulfe,  and  J. 
O'Donnell. 

Mr.  C.  A.  Collis  asked  about  the 
attitude  to  clubs.  The  President  re- 
plied that  the  Association's  policy  was 
not  to  encourage  the  running  of  clubs. 

Mr.  O'Rourke  paid  tribute  to  the 
Committee  for  its  work  in  one  of  the 
most  difficult  years  in  the  history  of 
the  Association.  He  spoke  of  the  tend- 
ency of  manufacturers  to  saturate  the 
market  whenever  they  were  in  a  hurry 
to  unload  a  product.  With  an  adverse 
trade  balance  it  was  unethical  to  par- 
ticipate in  coupon  schemes.  Through 
such  schemes  chemists  might  sell  a  few 
more  of  a  product  but  would  have 
many  more  left  on  the  shelves.  The 
hospitals  would  get  the  £5  to  be  allowed 
for  medicines  under  the  proposed 
Voluntary  Health  Insurance  Scheme. 

Mr.  G.  Miller  said  no  pharmacist 
today  could  live  on  pharmacy.  To  open 
one's  door  alone  cost  18  per  cent,  of 
one's  turnover,  which  left  a  balance  of 
only  15  per  cent,  with  which  to  carry 
on.  In  France  and  Switzerland  a  living 
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could  be  made  out  of  pharmacy.  Why 
not  in  Ireland  ? 

Mr.  P.  J.  Bardon  said  that  chemists 
had  had  to  increase  wages,  but  no  at- 
tempt had  been  made  to  pass  on  the 
increase  to  the  public.  There  would 
have  to  be  a  completely  new  approach 
to  dispensing  fees  if  they  were  to  re- 
main in  business.  Chemists  were  be- 
littling themselves  by  accepting  the  pre- 
sent dispensing  fee,  which  had  not  been 
increased  since  1950.  Members  should 
take  a  firm  stand  on  wholesalers  who 
supplied  their  lines  to  cut-price  shops. 
They  felt  strongly  about  chemists'  lines 
being  sold  in  shops  carrying  on  a  non- 
chemist  business. 

Enemies  to  Chemists 

Mr.  J.  Roche  said  that  hospitals  and 
dispensaries  were  becoming  chemists' 
great  enemies.  Doctors  and  nurses  had 
got  something  from  the  Health  Scheme 
but  the  chemists  were  "  sitting  out  in 
the  cold."  He  said  patients  were  being 
directed  to  get  their  prescriptions  made 
up  in  the  out-patients'  department  of 
a  hospital.  In  England,  members  of  a 
hospital  staff  were  not  allowed  to  buy 
drugs  on  the  hospital  account,  but  that 
happened  in  Ireland.  The  staffs  of 
wholesale  houses,  and  their  friends  got 
supplies  at  wholesale  rates.  That  was 
illegal  when  such  drugs  were  scheduled 
preparations. 

Mr.  L.  Pelly  said  that,  when  the 
West  of  Ireland  chemists  took  exception 
to  the  sales  policy  of  a  particular  firm, 
they  succeeded  in  having  that  policy 
changed.  Real  pharmacy  was  only 
about  8  per  cent,  of  chemists'  business 
today,  and  in  a  few  years  there  would 
be  little  left  of  the  other  92  per  cent. 

Mr.  P.  A.  Brady  said  the  abuses 
said  to  be  carried  on  in  the  hospitals 
mentioned  by  previous  speakers  should 
be  investigated.  A  number  of  firms,  too, 
were  appointing   representatives  who 


THE  Lords  Amendments  to  the  Re- 
strictive Trade  Practices  Bill  were 
considered  in  the  House  of  Commons 
on  July  30.  An  amendment  to  Clause 
6  (which  applies  that  part  of  the  Act 
to  any  agreement  made  by  a  trade 
association  the  members  of  which  con- 
sist of  or  include  persons  carrying  on 
business  within  the  United  Kingdom) 
extends  the  provisions  of  that  clause  to 
people  other  than  those  carrying  on 
business  in  the  United  Kingdom.  The 
amendment  was  agreed. 

An  amendment  to  Clause  9  by  giving 
to  industry  a  period  of  three  months' 
notice  during  which  an  agreement  must 
be  registered  gives  that  industry  an 
opportunity  during  that  period  of  grace 
to  drop  the  agreement  and  so  obviate 
registration.  The  amendment  as  drafted 
was  agreed. 

An  amendment  to  Clause  19  em- 
powers the  court,  if  the  Restrictive 
Trade  Practices  Court  has  found  the 
making  of  the  recommendations  of  a 
trade  association  to  be  against  the  pub- 
lic interest,  to  make  an  order  restrain- 
ing that  association  from  making  any 
further  recommendations  dealing  with 
the  same  matters.  The  amendment  was 
agreed  to. 

Clause  23  of  the  Bill  makes  it  un- 


were  non-pharmacists,  while  qualified 
men  were  available. 

Mr.  M.  F.  Moore  said  there  was 
need  for  an  injection  of  new  blood  into 
the  IDA. 

Mr.  J.  Burke  said  that,  while,  chem- 
ists were  waiting  for  the  doctors  to 
send  the  people  to  pharmacies,  they 
could  take  a  positive  action  through 
ethical  propaganda  to  the  public.  They 
had  been  hiding  their  light  under  a 
bushel  far  too  long.  Competition  was 
keener,  and  they  would  have  to  go 
after  any  business  they  wanted.  Some 
of  the  display  material  sent  in  to  them 
by  cosmetic  manufacturers  had  been 
unfavourably  commented  upon,  and 
they  should  let  the  offending  manufac- 
turers know  that  they  disapproved  of 
such  material. 

Mr.  Bardon  said  the  time  had  come 
to  take  positive  action  against  distri- 
butors not  acting  in  the  best  interests 
of  pharmacy. 

Mrs.  M.  Halpenny  said  the  average 
chemist  knew  little  about  the  Health 
Act.  It  would  be  a  good  thing  if  more 
frequent  meetings  were  held. 

Mr.  R.  C.  O'Higgins  said  that  Dub- 
lin should  have  a  local  branch  of  the 
I.D.A.  which  could  look  after  the  inter- 
ests of  city  chemists.  If  counter  hands 
were  to  be  permitted  in  Dublin  there 
should  be  some  agreement  with  the 
union,  so  that  their  entry  would  be 
controlled. 

The  President  said  the  question  of 
a  revision  of  the  professional  fee  would 
be  dealt  with  almost  immediately.  He 
thought  the  idea  of  a  local  branch  of 
the  Association  for  Dublin  an  excellent 
one. 

The  meeting  adopted  a  motion  put 
forward  by  Mr.  O'Rourke  urging  mem- 
bers not  to  co-operate  with  manufac- 
turers' "  unloading  "  schemes,  or  with 
manufacturers  indulging  in  excessive 
"  sampling  "  of  medical  products. 


lawful  for  suppliers  to  agree  to  supply 
only  persons  who  undertake  to  boy- 
cott or  discriminate  against  dealers  who 
infringe  resale  price  conditions.  While 
there  is  nothing  in  the  Clause  as 
drafted  to  make  it  unlawful  for  a 
manufacturer  to  require  a  wholesaler 
to  cut  off  supplies  of  the  manufacturers' 
goods  from  a  price-cutting  retailer,  it 
is  not  lawful  for  the  manufacturer  also 
to  agree  that  he  will  cut  off  any  direct 
supplies  he  himself  might  make  to  the 
price-cutter,  since  the  two  suppliers, 
manufacturer  and  wholesaler,  would 
then  be  agreeing  to  cut  off  supplies, 
which  would  be  unlawful.  An  amend- 
ment to  that  clause  allows  such  an 
agreement  by  the  manufacturer.  The 
amendment  was  agreed. 

A  new  Clause  A  inserted  at  the  com- 
mencement of  Part  II  of  the  Bill,  defers 
for  three  months  the  coming  into  force 
of  that  part  of  the  Bill,  which  deals 
with  resale  price  maintenance.  The 
object  is  to  allow  manufacturers  who 
have  hitherto  relied  upon  collective 
methods  of  enforcing  resale  price  con- 
ditions a  short  period  in  which  to  ad- 
just their  contracts  and  conditions  of 
sale  to  take  account  of  the  provisions 
of  Part  II.  The  amendment  was  agreed 
to. 


IN  PARLIAMENT 

MR.  A.  M.  Skeffington  asked  the 
Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Ministry 
of  Works,  as  representing  the  Lord  Pre- 
sident of  the  Council,  on  July  24,  why 
the  Chemical  Research  Laboratory  of 
the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Indus- 
trial Research  occupied  the  time  of 
nearly  a  quarter  of  its  staff  on  radio- 
chemical work.  Mr.  J.  R.  Bevins,  in  a 
written  reply,  said  the  radio-chemical 
work  at  the  laboratory  was  carried  out 
under  contract  for  and  at  the  expense 
of  the  United  Kingdom  Atomic  Energy 
Authority,  and  the  staff  of  the  Labora- 
tory had  been  augmented  specifically 
for  that  purpose. 

Prescription  Costs 

Mr.  R.  H.  Turton  (Minister  of 
Health)  told  Major  T.  V.  H.  Beamish 
in  a  written  answer  on  July  25  that  he 
could  not  give  the  figures  for  the  aver- 
age cost  per  prescription  under  the 
National  Health  Service  in  each  full 
financial  year  since  the  Service  began, 
based  on  constant  prices  in  the  first 
year. 

Chiropodist  Organisations 

Mr.  S.  Hastings  asked  the  Minister 
of  Labour  on  July  26  whether  he  was 
aware  that  the  Careers  Guide,  April 
1956,  an  official  publication  of  the 
Minister's  department,  stated  that  the 
only  training  in  chiropody  accepted  as 
leading  to  a  suitable  qualification  for 
inclusion  in  the  British  Register  of 
Medical  Auxiliaries  was  that  approved 
by  the  Society  of  Chiropodists;  but  that 
the  Society  and  the  Institute  of  Chiro- 
podists were  both  mentioned  as  appro- 
priate bodies  in  the  National  Health 
Service  Medical  Auxiliaries  Regulation, 
1954,  and  that  the  qualifications 
awarded  by  both  bodies  were  regarded 
as  equal.  Mr.  R.  Carr  (Parliamentary 
Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour) 
replied  that  the  British  Register  of 
Medical  Auxiliaries  was  maintained  by 
the  British  Medical  Association,  which 
recognised  only  the  Society. 

Ban  on  Drug  Exports  to  France 

Mr.  Peter  Thorneycroft  (president 
of  the  Board  of  Trade)  told  Dr.  R.  F.  B. 
Bennett  in  a  written  reply  on  July  26 
that  the  ban  recently  placed  on  the  im- 
portation into  France  of  certain  finished 
pharmaceutical  products  from  England 
was  imposed  for  reasons  of  public 
health  and  safety  and  not  as  a  deliber- 
ately protective  or  discriminatory 
measure,  and  that  the  question  of  re- 
ciprocal action  therefore  did  not  arise. 
He  was  considering  an  approach  to  the 
French  authorities  to  find  out  by  what 
means  imports  from  the  United  King- 
dom could  be  brought  within  their 
health  requirements. 

Medical  Bill 

In  the  House  of  Lords  on  July  30, 
an  amendment  made  by  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Consolidation  Bills  was 
agreed.  The  amendment  provides  for 
the  insertion,  after  Clause  52  of  the 
Bill,  of  the  following  new  clause: — 
"  53.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  extend 
or  be  construed  to  extend  to  prejudice 
or  in  any  way  to  affect  the  lawful 
occupation,  trade  or  business  of  chem- 
ists and  druggists  and  dentists,  or  the 
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rights,  privileges  or  employment  of 
duly  licensed  apothecaries  in  Northern 
Ireland,  so  far  as  the  same  extend  to 
selling,  compounding  or  dispensing 
medicines." 

Tranquillisers 

Miss  P.  Hornsby-Smith  (Parliamen- 
tary Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health)  told  Mr.  A.  Blenkinsop  on 
July  30  that  the  Minister  would  con- 
sider whether  information  regarding  the 
cost  of  tranquilliser  drugs  could  be 
given  to  general  practitioners,  through 
Rrescribers'  Notes.  Those  drugs  had 
only  recently  been  introduced  into 
Britain,  and  -it  was  too  early  yet  to 
say  what  effect  they  were  having  on 
prescribing.  The  matter  would  be  re- 
ferred to  the  editorial  committee  of 
Prescribers'  Notes. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

Mr.  R.  H.  Turton  (Minister  of 
Health)  told  Mr.  S.  P  Viant  in  a  writ- 
ten reply  on  July  30  that  the  percen- 
tage of  diphtheria  immunisation  under 
five  years  of  age  was  less  than  40  in  the 
counties  of  Derby,  Rutland  and  Cardi- 
gan and  the  county  boroughs  of  Bury. 
Chester,  Gateshead,  Walsall  and  West 
Hartlepool.  One  case  of  diphtheria  in 
a  child  under  five  was  notified  in 
Derbyshire  in  1955.  There  were  no 
confirmed  notifications  in  those  areas 
in  1953  and  1954. 

Cancer  Research 

Mr.  R.  H.  Turton  (Minister  of 
Health)  told  Mr.  W.  Coldrick  in  a 
written  answer  on  July  31,  that  expen- 
diture by  the  Medical  Research  Council 
on  cancer  research  was  as  follows:  — 
1947-48,  £24,000;  1948-49,  £90,000; 
1949-50,  £175,000;  1950-51,  £157,000; 
1951-52,  £200,000;  1952-53,  £395,000; 
1953-54,  £335,000;  1954-55,  £289,000; 
1955-56,  £327,000.  Cancer  research  was 
also  carried  out  in  the  National  Health 
Service  in  the  course  of  treating  patients, 
but  it  was  not  possible  to  make  a  separ- 
ate estimate  for  expenditure  on  such 
work. 

Salk  Vaccine 

Mr.  R.  H.  Turton  (Minister  of 
Health)  told  Mr.  S.  P.  Viant  in  a  written 
answer  on  July  31  that  the  Medical  Re- 
search Council  had  received  limited  sup- 
plies of  Salk  vaccine  in  the  spring  of 
1955  from  two  firms  in  the  United 
States,  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.,  and  Eli  Lilly 
&  Co.  Some  of  those  supplies  were  used 
for  laboratory  investigations,  and  the 
remainder  was  still  in  the  Council's 
possession.  No  portion  of  the  vaccine 
had  been  used  for  immunising  human 
beings.

Pharmacist  Fined 

At  Renishaw,  Derbyshire,  magistrates' 
court  recently,  Raymond  Lomas,  phar- 
maceutical chemist,  Hardwick  Close, 
Dronfield,  was  fined  £20  after  pleading 
guilty  to  stealing  building  material 
valued  at  £8  8s.  8d.,  the  property  of  a 
local  firm  of  builders.  Lomas  told  the 
court  the  material  had  been  thrown  on 
one  side. 


Access  to  Dangerous  Drugs 

At  Wood  Green,  London,  magistrates' 
court  on  July  20,  Tnlle  Laboratories 
(England),  Ltd.,  High  Road,  Tottenham, 
pleaded  guilty  to  five  charges  under  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations,  1953  (of 
failing  to  keep  pethidine,  Physeptone, 
morphine,  and  linctus  diamorphin.  in 
a  receptacle  that  could  not  be  opened 
by  a  person  other  than  a  registered 
pharmacist).  Mr.  Alan  Brown  (manag- 
ing director,  secretary  and  chief  share- 
holder in  the  company)  pleaded  guilty 
to  five  summonses  for  aiding  and  abet- 
ting. Fines  of  £5  on  each  summons 
were  imposed  on  the  company  and  of 
50s.  each  on  Mr.  Brown.  The  company 
also  pleaded  guilty  to  a  charge  of  fail- 
ing to  register  linctus  diamorphin. 
supplied  to  a  customer.  On  that  charge 
they  were  fined  40s.  and  Mr.  Brown 
was  fined  20s.  Counsel  for  the  Director 
of  Public  Prosecutions  said  that,  under 
the  regulations,  drugs  kept  on  the 
premises  of  an  unauthorised  seller  of 
poisons  were  required  to  be  in  a 
locked  receptacle  that  could  be  opened 
only  by  a  qualified  person.  The  com- 
pany were  authorised  sellers  of  poisons 
and  Mr.  Brown  was  a  registered  phar- 
macist. Normally  another  registered 
pharmaceutical  chemist  was  employed, 
but  he  was  away  during  the  period  of 
the  offences.  The  key  to  the  Danger- 
ous Drugs  cupboard,  which  should 
have  been  kept  in  Mr.  Brown's  posses- 
sion, was  kept  in  a  drawer.  It  was 
alleged  by  the  prosecution  that  un- 
qualified assistants  were  able  to  go  to 
the  cupboard,  take  out  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  they  required,  and  dispense  them 
without  the  supervision  of  a  qualified 
person.  Defending  counsel  said  that, 
on  most  occasions  when  the  offences 
were  committed,  Mr.  Brown  was  on  the 
premises,  upstairs,  doing  some  "  paper 
work."  The  assistants  were  experi- 
enced, and  he  relied  on  them  to  come 
to  him  for  supervision.  Counsel  added 
"  Since  the  National  Health  Acts  were 
passed,  an  enormous  increase  in  the 
amount  of  prescribing  has  coincided 
with  an  embarrassing  shortage  of 
pharmacists  all  over  the  country."  The 
chairman,  announcing  the  fines,  said 
the  Bench  accepted  the  pleas  in  mitiga- 
tion, and  had  some  sympathy  with  Mr. 
Brown. 

Pharmacy  Act  Fines 

At  Hungerford,  Berks,  magistrates' 
court  recently,  S.  G.  Clemow,  Ltd., 
High  Street,  Hungerford,  were  fined  £8 
for  selling  codeine  unlawfully  and  £2 
for  failing  to  label  the  container  with 
the  name  and  address  of  the  seller. 
They  were  also  required  to  pay  costs 
(£3  3s.).  The  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
solicitor,  prosecuting,  said  the  company 
were  not  authorised  sellers  of  poisons. 
On  April  10  an  employee  of  the 
Society  was  served  by  the  secretary- 
director  of  the  company  with  a  tube  of 
compound  tablets  of  codeine  in  a  con- 
tainer that  did  not  bear  the  name  and 
address  of  the  sellers.  The  director 
said  that  he  kept  the  tablets  for  the 
convenience  of  the  customers  he  knew, 
and  that  they  were  not  displayed.  Fail- 
ing to  label  them  was  an  oversight.  The 
chairman  of  the  Bench  said  that,  while 
the  magistrates  felt  that  there  was  noth- 
ing vicious  in  the  case,  the  regulations 
had  been  made  for  a  good  reason.

INQUESTS 

"  Massive  Dose  "  of  Aspirins. — At 

Battersea,  London,  recently,  a  verdict 
that  he  killed  himself  was  returned  on 
Mr.  Edgar  Allen  Beer,  M.P.S,  Elsen- 
ham  Street,  Southfields, London, S.W.I 8, 
whose  death  was  attributed  to  a  mas- 
sive overdose  of  aspirin  tablets.  Mr. 
Beer  was  pharmacist  at  Wandsworth 
Prison.  His  widow  said  that  he  had  in 
recent  weeks  had  German  measles  and 
did  not  seem  to  pick  up.  It  was  possible 
he  was  worried  about  an  .v-ray  examina- 
tion he  was  due  to  be  given.  He  was  the 
last  person  who  would  want  to  take  his 
own  life.  A  pathologist  stated  that  Mr. 
Beer  had  a  chronic  abdominal  condi- 
tion likely  to  cause  pain.  His  death  was 
caused  by  the  overdose  of  aspirin  (prob- 
ably of  the  order  of  thirty  tablets)  and 


the  condition.  Replying  to  a  question  by 
the  coroner,  the  pathologist  said  he 
found  it  hard  to  believe  that  the  tablets 
had  been  taken  accidentally. 

Suicide  by  Insulin  Injection.  —  At 

Towyn,  Merioneths,  on  June  12,  the 
county  conducted  an  inquest  on  Hum- 
phrey Angel  Lewis,  Cartrefle,  Llane- 
gryn,  who  died  at  Towyn  Memorial 
Hospital  on  June  10.  Evidence  was 
given  by  Lewis's  wife  that  he  had  been 
depressed  for  a  long  time  as  a  result  of 
having  lost  an  eye  in  an  accident  some 
years  ago.  A  diabetic,  he  had  been  in- 
jecting himself  with  insulin  for  years. 
On  June  9  she  returned  to  the  house  to 
find  that  her  husband  had  secured  the 
door  of  his  bedroom  and  wedged  the 
window  to  prevent  it  being  opened.  A 
neighbour  who  was  called  in  sawed 
through  a  nail  which  secured  the  door 
and  gained  access  to  the  room,  where 
four  empty  ampoules  of  insulin  and  a 
syringe  were  found.  Lewis  was  uncon- 
scious. During  periods  of  conscious- 
ness at  the  hospital  he  said  he  had  in- 
jected himself  with  an  overdose  of 
insulin.  The  coroner  recorded  a  verdict 
of  suicide  whilst  the  balance  of  mind 
was  disturbed. 

Natural  Causes. — At  Wolverhampton, 
on  June  29,  the  deputy  coroner  said  at 
a  resumed  inquest  on  Thomas  Arthur 
Heath,  aged  seventy-eight,  who  died  in 
hospital  after  being  given  a  sedative, 
that  he  thought  the  jury  would  consider 
that  Heath  was  a  dying  man.  A  dose  of 
gr.  30  of  chloral  hydrate  had  been  pre- 
scribed as  a  sedative  for  Heath  in  the 
Royal  Hospital,  Wolverhampton.  Shortly 
after  it  was  administered  he  collapsed, 
dying  later  the  same  night.  In  itself  that, 
said  the  deputy  coroner,  was  not  par- 
ticularly remarkable,  but  four  other 
patients  in  the  same  ward  were  given 
similar  doses  of  the  same  sedative,  and 
they  also  were  affected,  though  they  re- 
covered. Both  the  main  supply  of  chloral 
hydrate  in  the  hospital,  and  the  supply 
to  the  ward,  had  been  impounded  and 
sent  for  analysis.  A  pathologist  said  that 
Heath  was  a  "  very  sick  old  gentleman." 
There  was  nothing  to  warrant  his  saying 
that  Heath  had  had  an  overdose  of 
chloral  hydrate.  He  might  have  had  an 
overdose  in  regard  to  his  particular  con- 
dition, or  he  might  not.  Heath  had  died 
from  pneumonia  and  the  effects  of  a 
haemorrhage,  his  death  accelerated  by 
chloral  hydrate.  The  deputy  coroner  said 
he  was  sure  the  jury  would  agree  that 
there  had  been  no  culpable  error  by 
anyone.  A  verdict  of  death  by  natural 
causes  was  returned. — A  similar  verdict 
was  returned  at  Merthyr  Tydfil,  Glam, 
on  July  2,  on  a  newly  born  baby  who 
had  been  given  an  injection  of  ergo- 
metrine  instead  of  vitamin  K.  A  path- 
ologist said  that  the  baby  had  died  from 
cerebral  haemorrhage,  and  the  wrong 
injection  had  not  contributed  to  its 
death. 

Salt  of  Lemon  as  Purgative.  —  At 

Southport,  on  April  9,  a  verdict  of  mis- 
adventure was  recorded  on  Miss  A.  S. 
Petty,  aged  seventy,  Southport,  who  was 
stated  to  have  died  from  poisoning  be- 
cause she  took  salt  of  lemon  in  mistake 
for  a  purgative.  A  nurse  at  Southport 
General  Infirmary  said  that  when  Miss 
Petty  was  admitted  on  April  5  there  wa» 
no  outward  sign  of  poisoning. 

—  Q-tips  steri- 
lised cotton  wool  "  Stix "  are  now 
manufactured  in  England,  and  supplies 
are  available  through  any  wholesaler.

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NEW  STERILE  PREPARATIONS  LABORATORY 

Formal  opening  at  University  College  Hospital,  London 


A  NEW  sterile  preparations  laboratory 
in  the  pharmaceutical  department  of 
University  College  Hospital,  London, 
was  officially  opened  by  Dr.  Harold 
Davis  (chief  pharmacist,  Ministry  of 
Health)  on  July  19. 

Dr.  Davis  said  that  when,  in  1929, 
he  had  gone  to  the  hospital  as  chief 
pharmacist,  the  pharmaceutical  depart- 


William  Martindale,  author  of  the  Extra 
Pharmacopoeia,  had  published  one  of  the 
earliest  formulas  for  morphine  injection 
when  he  was  chief  pharmacist  at  the 
hospital  in  1870.  Sterile  injections  had 
appeared  in  the  University  College 
Pharmacopoeia  as  early  as  1907  although 
they  had  not  been  included  in  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  until  1932.  The  Depart- 


utes  before  working  in  the  screen  an 
Aerolyser  charged  with  propylene  gly- 
col is  switched  on. 

An  interesting  feature  of  the  depart- 
ment is  the  use  of  Permutit  Deminrolit 
ion  exchange  columns  for  the  produc- 
tion of  demineralised  water  to  wash 
bottles  destined  to  hold  non-parenteral 
solutions.

ment,  thanks  to  the  foresight  of  the 
late  Dr.  C.  H.  Hampshire,  was  one  of 
the  few  equipped  with  a  small  sterile 
room.  The  small  room  was  perhaps 
unique  in  hospital  pharmacy  and  had 
interested  him  in  the  pharmaceutical 
work  of  sterilisation.  He  had  suspected 
the  validity  of  the  Tyndallisation  method 
of  sterilisation  in  the  1933  British 
Pharmacopoeia  and,  as  the  result  of 
work  on  the  preparation  and  preserva- 
tion of  morphine  injection  for  use  in  the 
Army,  had  been  the  first  to  use  chloro- 
cresol  in  a  parenteral  solution.  During  the 
war  years  the  pharmaceutical  staff  had 
contracted  considerably.  He  paid  tribute 
to  Mrs.  Mallowan  (Agatha  Christie)  who 
was  present  with  her  husband,  Professor 
Max  Mallowan,  "  for  the  tremendous 
amount  of  work  she  had  done  for  the 
pharmaceutical  department  during  the 
war.  He  wondered  what  the  patients 
would  have  thought  had  they  known 
that  their  medicines  had  been  dispensed 
"  with  the  regal  touch  of  the  Queen  of 
Thrillers."  Dr.  Davis  also  paid  tribute 
to  Mr.  Newman  "  the  perfect  deputy 
chief  pharmacist."  Declaring  the  sterile 
laboratory  open,  Dr.  Davis  expressed 
the  hope  that  U.C.H.  would  continue  to 
be  well  in  the  van  of  pharmaceutical 
developments. 

Guests 

Mr.  T.  D.  Whittet  (chief  pharmacist) 
said  that  Mr.  R.  R.  Bennett  (chief  phar- 
macist 1904-18)  had  been  invited  to  be 
present  but  illness  had  prevented  attend- 
ance. He  welcomed  especially  Profes- 
sor Mallowan  and  Mrs.  Mallowan  and 
Ian  Craig,  the  Australian  Test  cricketer 
and  pharmacist.  In  a  statement  on  the 
new  laboratory,  Mr.  Whittet  pointed 
out  that  U.C.H.  had  always  been  one  of 
the    pioneers    of    injection  therapy. 


ment  had  had  a  separate  laboratory  for 
the  preparation  of  sterile  materials  since 
1922  and  was  probably  the  first  to  do 
so.  The  work  had  increased  so  much  in 
recent  years  that  the  new  laboratory 
had  had  to  be  created.  Over  60,000 
ampoules  and  25,000  bottles  of  intra- 
venous infusion  fluids  as  well  as  thou- 
sands of  other  sterile  products  were  pro- 
duced each  year.  Much  research  into 
methods  of  sterilisation  and  stability 
of  drugs  was  carried  out  in  the  depart- 
ment. 

Layout 

The  new  laboratory  consists  of  a 
spacious  main  room  from  which  lead 
off  an  aseptic  room  and  an  autoclave 
room.  Filtered  air  is  admitted  via  vents 
in  the  ceiling  to  the  main  room  and  the 
aseptic  room,  which  are  thereby  main- 
tained at  slight  positive  pressure.  A 
2-h.p.  motor  supplies,  through  filters, 
fifteen  changes  of  air  per  hour.  Air 
from  the  main  laboratory  and  aseptic 
room  are  drawn  into  the  autoclave 
room,  which  is  kept  at  slight  negative 
pressure,  through  a  grille  at  the  foot  of 
the  door.  The  withdrawal  of  the  heated 
air  from  the  autoclave  room  also  keeps 
the  laboratory  cool. 

The  laboratory  is  equipped  with  three 
large  autoclaves  and  a  still.  Outside  the 
autoclave  room  are  three  Rototherm 
Talligraphs,  one  for  each  autoclave, 
which  show  graphically  the  time  and 
temperature  throughout  the  period  of 
sterilisation.  At  the  conclusion  of  steril- 
isation the  batch  number  is  marked  on 
the  card  bearing  the  graph  and  stored 
with  the  other  batch  records. 

In  the  aseptic  room,  one  screen  is 
equipped  with  a  semi-automatic  filling 
machine  for  adding  solvent  to  penicillin 
and  procaine  penicillin  vials.  Five  min-

The  Answer  to  Supermarkets 

Sir, — The  article  "  Supermarkets  and 
Loss  Leaders,"  by  Hugh  Green,  which 
appeared  in  last  week's  issue  of  the 
C.  &  D.  (p.  95)  must  create  tremendous 
interest  among  pharmacists  in  this 
country.  We  are  witnessing  the  growth, 
almost  daily,  of  "  supermarkets  "  and 
self-service  stores,  many  of  which  are 
selling  products  that  we  have  hitherto 
regarded  as  "  chemist  only  "  lines.  I 
submit  that  our  answer  must  be  to 
adapt  our  own  businesses  sufficiently  to 
meet  yet  greater  competition  from  this 
direction.  I  established  a  "  baby  corner  " 
in  my  own  business  in  1948,  and  the  re- 
sults have  justified  its  formation.  Mr. 
Hugh  Green  is  loud  in  his  praise  of  the 
Drug  Trading  Co.  of  Canada,  and 
rightly  so,  but  he  is  evidently  unaware 
of  the  existence  in  Great  Britain  of  that 
most  enterprising  and  successful  organi- 
sation, Unichem,  Ltd.  That  company, 
which  today  has  a  membership  of  nearly 
1,100,  is  already  doing  for  its  members 
— all  of  them  private  chemists — a  great 
deal  of  the  work  done  by  its  Canadian 
counterpart.  Its  members  can  and  do 
buy  most  of  their  ethical  and  sundries 
supplies  from  the  company  (but  not,  of 
course,  below  the  standard  wholesale 
rates).  Services  such  as  the  supply  of 
excellent  display  and  advertising  mate- 
rial and  price  lists,  an  inquiry  bureau, 
and  above  all  a  first-rate  delivery  ser- 
vice, enable  members  to  meet  and  beat 
competition.  The  National  Pharmaceu- 
tical Union  need  send  Mr.  H.  Noble 
no  further  than  South-west  London  to 
see  an  organisation  working  so  success- 
fully on  behalf  of  the  private  pharma- 
cist.

Hospital  Pharmacists'  Salaries 

Sir, — No  one  can  doubt  the  justifica- 
tion for  the  hospital  pharmacists' 
claim  for  increased  salaries.  The  pub- 
lic pharmacist,  by  comparison  with  his 
colleagues  in  retail  and  in  industry,  is 
poorly  paid,  even  when  his  shorter 
hours  and  in  some  cases  more  con- 
genial and  professional  surroundings 
are  taken  into  account.  What  is  more 
open  to  question  at  present  is  the  jus- 
tification for  the  increased  cost  to  the 
Health  Service  and  so  to  the  taxpayer. 
In  that  respect  the  hospital  pharmacist 
may  be  able  to  help  himself.  In  com- 
mon with  most  other  departments, 
especially  administrative  ones,  under 
the  Health  Service,  many  hospital  phar- 
maceutical departments  now  carry  far 
larger  staffs  than  were  available  to  them 
in  pre-N.H.S.  days.  Much  of  the  in- 
crease is  due  to  the  more  extensive 
services  provided  by  the  National 
Health  Service,  and  according  to  com- 
putations based  on  numbers  of  beds, 
out-patient  attendances,  etc.,  few  hos- 


pitals have  their  full  complement  of 
pharmacists.  But  in  actual  fact  the  staffs 
of  most  hospital  pharmacies  have  in- 
creased in  number  beyond  all  compari- 
son with  their  retail  counterparts  under 
the  Health  Service.  Comparison  from 
my  own  experience  both  recently  as  a 
"  locum "  at  a  number  of  hospitals, 
and  before  the  Health  Service  as  an 
established  hospital  pharmacist,  has 
convinced  me  that  many  departments 
could  be,  and  in  some  cases  are,  run 
quite  efficiently  on  a  much  smaller  staff 
than  their  theoretical  complement.  A 
time  and  work  survey  might  serve,  by 
lowering  the  complement,  to  make  in- 
creased remuneration  possible  for  the 
smaller  staffs  without  altering  the  over- 
all cost  to  the  Service.  Such  a  move 
might  achieve  for  public  pharmacists  a 
better  measure  of  acceptance  than  was 
recently  gained  by  their  medical 
colleagues.

THE  first  feminine  name  in  the  list  of 
winners  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  medals  appeared  in  1887,  when 
that  redoubtable  pioneer  among  women 
pharmacists,  Miss  Margaret  Buchanan 
(a  member  of  Council,  1918-26)  gained 
the  silver  award.  In  the  next  quarter- 
century  three  women  gained  silver  and 
one  a  bronze  medal  of  the  Society.  But 
only  once  in  that  period  did  a  woman 
carry  oft  the  premier  honour  the  Society 
offered — the  Pereira  medal.  That  was 
Miss  Gertrude  Wren  in  1908.  Between 
1915  and  1920  there  was  a  sudden  flow- 
ering of  feminine  achievement  in  phar- 
macy, with  two  bronze,  three  silver  and 
four  Pereira  medals  won  by  women.  It 
is  not  recorded  how  many  of  them  were 
pupils  of  Miss  Buchanan,  but  certainly 
the  most  brilliant  of  them  readily 
acknowledges  the  debt  she  owes  to  that 
far-sighted  woman. 

Miss  Ella  Caird,  who  commenced  a 
three-year  apprenticeship  at  Gordon 
Hall  (Miss  Buchanan's  training  estab- 
lishment for  women  dispensers)  in  1911, 
was  destined  to  have  three  careers  "in 
the  pharmaceutical  world."  The  first 
was  a  record  of  outstanding  educational 
achievements;  the  second  as  wife  of 
one  of  the  most  brilliant  pharmacists 
Britain  has  produced  during  any  period; 
and  the  third  when  his  illness  and  sub- 
sequent death  compelled  her  to  take  an 
ever  larger  interest  in  the  professional 
work  from  which  he  gained  his  liveli- 
hood. 

From  Gordon  Hall  Miss  Caird  ad- 
vanced to  spend  three  years  at  the 
Society's  school.  She  passed  the  Minor 
examination  in  1914  and  the  Major  the 
following  year.  In  1915  she  gained 
bronze  medals  in  botany  and  chemistry, 
the  Martindale  medal  in  pharmacy,  and 
the  Hewlett  exhibition.  In  the  follow- 
ing year  she  improved  upon  those  suc- 
cesses by  winning  silver  medals  in 
botany,  chemistry,  practical  chemistry 
and  materia  medica  —  a  record  never 
previously  achieved  by  anyone.  Even 
that  achievement  she  capped  by  becom- 
ing the  Pereira  medallist  for  the  year 
and  by  gaining  a  Redwood  research 
scholarship.  Miss  Caird  remained  at 
Bloomsbury  Square  as,  in  turn,  demon- 
strator, senior  demonstrator  and  assis- 
tant lecturer  in  chemistry  and  physics. 
While  on  the  school  staff  she  graduated 
B.Sc.  with  Honours  in  chemistry,  and 
was  awarded  her  associateship  of  the 
[now  Royal]  Institute  of  Chemistry 
(branch  E).  If  not  the  first,  she  was 
certainly  among  very  few  women  de- 
monstrators at  the  Square  up  to  that 
time,  and  it  was  equally  rare  for  a 
woman  to  serve — as  she  did — as  assis- 
tant to  the  examiners. 

That  first  career  of  promise  ended 
when  she  left  to  marry,  in  the  spring 
of  1921,  the  late  Mr.  C.  E.  Corfield. 
From  that  date  she  devoted  herself 
wholeheartedly  to  making  a  home  and 
rearing  a  family,  though  somehow  she 
found  the  time  to  give  him  some  help 
in  his  professional  activities,  particu- 
larly on  editorial  work  for  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Codex. 

In  1925  Mr.  Corfield  went  into  part- 
nership with  the  late  Mr.  P.  A.  W.  Self 
in  the  firm  of  Harrison  &  Self,  analyti- 
cal chemists,  Chancery  Lane,  London, 


W.C.2,  an  association  with  that  business 
which  lasted  until  his  death  in  1945. 
The  firm  specialised  in  pharmaceutical 
analyses,  particularly  in  the  assay  of 
crude  drugs.  Unfortunately  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  before  that  he  had  been 
dogged  by  ill-health,  and  Mrs.  Cor- 
field had  to  devote  more  and  more  of 
her  time  to  the  business.  In  1942  she 
and  Mrs.  E.  W.  Kassner  were  taken 
in  as  partners.  The  laboratories  had 
been  completely  destroyed  in  1940,  and 
on  Mrs.  Corfield  and  Mrs.  Kassner  had 
largely  fallen  the  burden  of  building  it 
up  again.  So  well  did  they  maintain 
the  cachet  that  went  with  the  name  Har- 
rison &  Self  that  buyers  of  a  number 
of  important  drugs,  including  opium, 
continued  to  be  satisfied  only  with  a 
certificate  endorsed  with  the  name  of 
the  firm,  which  had  enjoyed  a  world- 
wide reputation.  Recently  the  two 
friends  retired  simultaneously  from 
practice. 

The  record  proves  Mrs.  Corfield  a 
woman  of  intellect  and  character.  That 
she  has  personality,  charm  and  sym- 
pathy is  a  discovery  that  comes  on 


meeting  her  for  the  first  time,  though 
it  is,  perhaps,  implicit  in  what  might 
almost  be  called  her  fourth  and  non- 
pharmaceutical  career.  During  the  1939- 
45  war  she  was  active  in  Red  Cross  and 
Civil  Defence  work,  and  in  fact  raised 
two  local  detachments  in  Barnet,  where 
she  lives.  She  qualified  as  instructor  in 
first  aid,  home  nursing,  anti-gas  mea- 
sures and  artificial  respiration.  Mrs. 
Corfield  held  the  rank  of  Comman- 
dant, and  became  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society's  Assistant  County  director  for 
Hertfordshire.  She  is  today  an  honorary 
Commandant. 

Even  in  retirement  from  full-time 
business  activities,  Mrs.  Corfield  main- 
tains her  interest  in  pharmacy.  Perhaps 
some  would  say  she  has  come  back 
more  closely  into  it,  for  she  now  does 
part-time  work  in  a  hospital  pharma- 
ceutical department.  That  would  only 
be  true,  however,  on  the  assumption — 
which  is  quite  unrealistic — that  her 
work  for  years  in  the  field  of  drug 
assay,  thirteen  of  them  as  business  prin- 
cipal, was  other  than  essential  to  the 
proper  practice  of  the  profession. 
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Extent  of  a  Tax  Relief 

The  Finance  Act  recently  passed  by  Parliament  gave 
final  form  to  the  Chancellor's  proposals  for  tax  reliefs 
on  the  pension  contributions  of  people  ineligible  for 
superannuation  schemes.  In  their  passage  through 
Parliament  the  original  proposals  underwent  little 
change.  The  upper  limit  on  tax-free  contributions  was 
raised  from  £500  per  annum  to  £750.  The  other  limit 
of  10  per  cent,  of  net  earned  income  remained  unaltered. 
For  people  born  before  1916  the  limits  are  raised 
according  to  a  sliding  scale,  offsetting  the  difficulty  that 
exists  in  building  up  an  adequate  pension  within  a 
shorter  term. 

It  is  clear  now  that  endowment  assurances  may  not 
be  used  to  provide  the  pensions  the  Act  relates  to. 
Parliament  showed  itself  firmly  against  any  scheme  that 
might  provide  lump  sums  at  retirement.  The  reception 
given  to  appeals  to  the  precedent  of  "  top  hat  "  schemes 
(that  provide  tax-free  cash  sums  to  senior  company  ex- 
ecutives) showed  plainly  that,  far  from  extending  the 
scope  of  those  payments,  the  House  would  prefer  to  see 
them  banned. 

The  pensions  must  commence  between  ages  sixty 
and  seventy,  unless  ill-health  causes  earlier  retirement. 
Provisions  for  widows  and  other  dependants  fall  into 
three  groups.  If  death  occurs  before  retirement,  the 
premiums  refunded,  and  any  reasonable  interest  and 
bonuses  on  them,  will  not  be  taxed.  The  amount  will 
probably  be  an  inadequate  provision,  and  will  need  to 
be  supplemented  by  life  assurance.  Alternatively  the 
pension  could  be  payable  for  a  guaranteed  minimum 
term  of  up  to  ten  years,  so  that  if  the  pensioner  died 
shortly  after  retiring,  the  payments  would  continue  for 
the  rest  of  the  guaranteed  term.  Thirdly  a  smaller  pen- 
sion could  be  taken  that  would  continue  to  the  widow 
if  the  husband  died  first. 

For  people  too  old  to  commence  paying  for  the  de- 
ferred annuities  there  are  also  tax-reliefs  on  annuities 
bought  for  lump  sums,  which  in  future  will  not  be 
taxed  on  that  part  of  the  annuity  that  is  regarded  as  the 
return  of  capital.  For  a  man  aged  sixty-five,  about 
three-quarters  of  each  annuity  payment  would  on  that 
basis  be  tax-free. 

Probably  most  companies  will  not  yet  have  their 
tables  of  rates,  etc.,  ready  for  the  new  circumstances, 
since  they  will  have  been  awaiting  the  final  details  of 
the  Act.  The  companies  are  to  be  exempt  from  tax  on 
their  investment  income  in  connection  with  those  pen- 
sions, and  that  benefit  will  be  passed  on  in  the  form  of 
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reduced  rates.  Although  life  assurance  is  excluded  from 
the  new  reliefs,  companies  will  no  doubt  be  offering  con- 
tracts that  include  life  assurance  payable  only  if  death 
occurs  before  retirement.  It  should  be  noted  that  only 
two-fifths  of  the  premiums  for  the  life  assurance  part 
will  be  eligible  for  tax  relief. 

New  schemes  will  probably  also  offer  a  choice  of 
contracts  with  and  without  the  right  to  share  in  profits 
by  way  of  bonuses.  Though  a  policy  without  bonuses 
gives  a  fixed  return,  the  indefinite  amount  payable 
under  a  "  with-profits  "  contract  will,  with  small  doubt, 
show  a  better  return  for  each  pound  invested  under  any 
but  the  most  calamitous  financial  circumstances. 

The  problem  will  be  how  to  choose  between  different 
companies'  offers.  The  choice  will  be  based  on  two 
main  factors :  rates  of  premium  and  rates  of  bonus. 
The  two  factors  can  be  combined  into  one  figure :  the 
probable  return  for  each  pound  invested,  "  probable  " 
being  the  operative  word.  The  premium  rate  is  fixed 
from  the  outset,  but  bonuses  will  vary  from  time  to  time 
and  the  best  advice  is  to  consider  the  past  record  of 
the  offering  company.  If  consistently  high  bonuses 
have  been  paid  over  the  past  thirty  to  forty  years,  they 
will  probably  continue  to  be  paid  in  the  future.  Most 
insurance  offices  are  paving  high  bonuses  today,  but 
matters  may  look  different  in  ten  or  twenty  years'  time. 

To  consider  several  quotations  side-by-side  in  that 
way  may  be  tiresome,  but  it  is  far  wiser  than  relying 
on  the  assurances  of  salesmen  or  the  bland  promises  of 
prospectuses.  A  pension  is  an  important  investment,  and 
only  by  careful  consideration  can  every  penny  be  made 
to  count.

A  TRADITION  OF  CRAFTSMANSHIP  KEPT  ALIVE  IN  THE  CITY  OF  YORK 


TODAY  the  National  Glass  Works, 
Ltd.,  Fishergate,  York,  is  concerned 
solely  with  the  production  of  bottles 
by  machine.  The  company  was,  in  fact, 
formed  for  that  purpose  in  1930.  But  the 
business  was  established  in  a  glass  works 
which,  until  it  was  closed  down  during  the 
depression  of  the  late  'twenties,  had  pro- 
duced objects  of  outstanding  craftsman- 
ship since  1794.  The  illustration  at  the 
foot  of  the  next  page,  showing  what  the 
works  looked  like  in  1797,  is  taken  from 
an  engraving  on  a  glass  tumbler  in  the 
museum. 

Many  of  the  objects  have  a  high  col- 
lectors' value  today.  In  order  that  they 
shall  not  all  become  dispersed  from  their 
city  of  origin  the  managing  director  of 
National  Glass  Works,  Ltd.  (Mr.  W.  L. 
Pratt)  started  to  acquire  them  for  display 
in  a  "  museum  "  at  the  company's  head- 
quarters. Many  of  them  are  on  show  in 
the  vestibule  showcases  pictured  at  right.

A  History  of  York,  by  William  Hargrove,  published  in 
1818,  makes  mention  of  the  Fishergate  Glass  Works.  "The 
chief  manufacture,"  it  states,  "  is  now  flint  glass  vessels  and 
common  phials;  and  one  particular  process  is  extremely 
interesting;  the  glass  being  chiefly  composed  of  fine  Lynn 
sand,  mixed  with  pearl  ashes  and  red  lead.  They  are  deposited 
in  large  clay  vessels  or  pots,  which  are  placed  in  an  immense 
furnace,  and  there  exposed  to  an  extreme  heat  until  the 
materials  become  like  a  liquid  fire,  of  the  consistency  of 
paste,  that  can  be  moulded  into  any  shape.  When  in  this 
state,  hollow  tubes  are  dipped  into  the  pots,  and  the  glass 
vessels  are  expanded  by  blowing  through  those  tubes,  and 
shaped  by  the  external  application  of  tools.'' 

A  "Practical  Chemist" 

In  1835  the  company  came  under  the  control  of  a  Mr. 
Joseph  Spence,  who  was  described  as  a  "  practical  chemist " 
and  who  demonstrated  not  only  his  practical  outlook  but 
his  enthusiasm  for  the  craft  by  giving  lectures  at  the  York 
Institute.  There  he  would  give  demonstrations  on  the  plat- 
form using  miniature  furnaces  and  a  crucible  containing 
sufficient  molten  glass  to  produce  a  few  small  articles. 

An  account  of  the  nineteenth-century  activities  of  the 
company  was  contributed  to  the  January  1954  issue  of 
Pottery  and  Glass  by  Mr.  L.  M.  Angus-Butterworth.  In  the 
early  days  of  the  company  the  goods  manufactured  were 
chiefly  table  ware.  Drinking  glasses  were  sold  in  hogs-head 
quantities.  Later  a  considerable  turnover  was  developed  in 
chemists'  glassware,  and  it  is  noteworthy  that  the  company 
was  producing  stamped  graduated  measures  long  before 
regulations  requiring  certified  measures  to  be  used  in  phar- 
macies were  introduced.  "  York  measures  "  was  a  descrip- 
tion commonly  in  use;  it  denoted  quality  and  accuracy.  A 
price  list  dated  1840  illustrates  highly  decorative  specie  jars 
with  enamelled  designs  in  gilt  and  colour,  and  labelled  for 
holding  magnesia,  hartshorn,  colocynth,  etc.  Their  decora- 
tions ranged  from  the  Royal  Arms,  or  the  Arms  of  the 
physicians,  surgeons  or  apothecaries,  to  the  phoenix  or  St. 
George  and  the  Dragon.  The  jars  varied  in  height  between 
25  in.  and  31  in.  Three  such  jars,  the  property  of  a  York 
pharmacy  (W.  T.  Hey  &  Son,  Ltd.),  are  illustrated. 
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Oaftsmanlike  products  of  a  type  no  longer  made  at  York.  In  the  group  are  a  box-wood  stoppered  powder  bottle;  gilded  and  recessed  shop-round  for  liquid 
medicament;  smelling-salts  bottles  with  cut  or  plain  stopper  or  hood;  standing  sample-jar  tor  liquid  specimen;  stoppered  acid  bottle,  apothecary's  measure, 
York-stamped;  eye  bath;  and  glass  crusher  for  citrate  of  magnesia  crystals.

After  the  end  of  the  1914-18  war  it  became  difficult  for 
hand-blowing  of  glass  to  compete  with  machine-made 
bottles.

Piatt  (father  of  the  present  managing  director),  tried  to  secure 
the  co-operation  of  the  craftsmen  in  plans  to  switch  over  to 
automatic  methods,  but  without  success,  and  for  a  time  the 
York  works  was  idle.  Since  1930,  however,  the  works  has 
been  completely  modernised,  improved  and  enlarged.  To  see

NOTES  ON  NEW 
PRODUCTS 

Comments  on  items  given  in  Guide  to  New 
Medicaments,  especially  to  show  their  relation- 
ship— pharmacological  or  chemical — with  other 
products  or  compounds. 

MERATRAN. — A  central  nervous  system  stimulant 
that  differs  both  chemically  and  pharmacologi- 
cally from  most  other  anti-depressive  drugs. 
Action  less  intense  but  more  prolonged  than 
that  of  other  central  nervous  system  stimulants; 
there  are  no  significant  sympathomimetic  effects. 
Chemistry:  related  to  methylphenyl-piperidyl- 
acetate  hydrochloride  (Ritalin).  Drugs  with 
stimulant  effect  on  the  CNS  include  ephedrine. 
amphetamine,  dexamphetamine  and  methyl- 
amphetamine. 

TRANSITHAL—  Chemistry:  Closely  related  to 
some  other  intravenous  barbiturates.  Has  an 
unsaturated  side  chain  in  the  5-position.  Hexo- 
barbitone  has  a  cyclic  group  and  thiopentone  a 
longer  saturated  chain  in  that  position.  That 
change  of  structure  is  reflected  in  the  ultra- 
short action  of  the  drug.  The  added  sodium 
carbonate  increases  the  stability  of  aqueous 
solutions  to  atmospheric  carbon  dioxide.  Solu- 
tions are  miscible  with  most  muscle  relaxants, 
but  note  that  suxamethonium  salts  are  rapidly 
inactivated  in  alkaline  solution  and  any  mix- 
ing of  Transithal  with  such  salts  must  be  car- 
ried out  immediately  before  injection. 

TETRAZETS. — The  antibiotics  in  those  lozenges 
are  too  toxic  for  systemic  use,  but  are  of  value 
for  topical  application.  The  sensitisation  index 
is  very  low,  and  the  risk  of  developing  a  sensi- 
tivity to  systemic  antibiotics  is  remote.  Zinc 
bacitracin  is  the  preferred  salt  as  it  has  a 
greater  stability.  The  combination  of  antibiotics 
has  a  synergystic  effect.  Similar  products,  but 
with  a  less  extensive  range  of  activity,  include 
Tyrosolven  lozenges  and  Tyrozets. 

ETOPHYLATE.— Chemistry:  A  theophylline  deriv- 
ative: differs  from  aminophylline  by  replace- 
ment of  ethylene  diamine  with  piperazine 
ethanoate  as  the  subsidiary  group.  Aminophyl- 
line is  alkaline  in  solution,  Etophylate  neutral. 
Gastric  irritation  after  oral  use  and  tissue  reac- 
tion after  injection  thereby  reduced.  Other 
theophylline  preparations  with  similar  uses  in- 
clude Monotheomin  (theophylline  monoethanola- 
mine).  Iheodrox  (aminophylline  with  aluminium 
hydroxide),  and  Choledyl  (choline  theophyllin- 
ate).  Glucophylline  (the  theophylline  methyl  glu- 
caminc)  and  theophylline  sodium  glucamine  are 
used  in  the  United  States.

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MEDICAL  RESEARCH  COUNCIL 

Report  on  work  done  during  1954-55 


(Concluded  from  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  July 


THE  report  discusses  recent  work  on 
antibody  immunity,  and  describes  re- 
cent work  in  attempts  to  assess  the  life- 
time of  the  antibody  molecule  in  the 
blood-stream.  Dr.  J.  H.  Humphrey  and 
Dr.  A.  S.  McFarlane  at  the  National 
Institute  for  Medical  Research  obtained 
radioactive  antibodies  by  feeding  rab- 
bits, which  were  in  course  of  immunisa- 
tion,   on   radioactive   protein.  Those 
radioactive  antibodies  were  then  trans- 
fused into  other  rabbits,  of  which  some 
were  normal  and  some  were  in  process 
of  making  similar  antibodies  of  their 
own;  the  disappearance  of  the  labelled 
antibody  molecules  from  the  blood  of 
these  two  groups  of  animals  could  thus 
be  followed.   The  results  showed  that 
antibodies  and  other  gamma-globulins 
were  dealt  with  in  the  same  way,  irres- 
pective of  whether  the  recipient  rabbits 
were  making  antibodies  rapidly  or  not 
at  all.   It  was  possible  in  that  way  to 
calculate  the  rates   of  synthesis  and 
breakdown  of  antibodies  as  well  as  of 
other  gamma-globulins.  In  other  experi- 
ments in  which  labelled  material  was 
used,  it  was  found  that  when  the  mole- 
cules of  antibody  left  the  circulation, 
they  were  taken  up  by  cells  in  many 
tissues  and  rapidly  broken  down  to 
amino-acids  and  that  those  amino-acids 
were  then  promptly  utilized  for  syn- 
thesis of  other  proteins.   No  evidence 
was  found  that  the  antibody  molecules 
remained   intact   for  any  appreciable 
time  within  the  tissue  cells.  When  the 
antigen  was  given  intravenously,  most 
of  the  antibody  was  formed  in  the 
spleen,  the  bone  marrow,  the  lungs  and 
the  lymph  glands,  but  when  the  antigen 
was    administered    beneath   the  skin, 
much  of  the  antibody  was  formed  in 
the  tissues  at  the  site  of  injection.  Miss 
B.  Askonas  and  Dr.  Humphrey  found 
that  the  tissues  which  appeared  to  make 
antibody  in  the  whole  animal  could 
also  do  so  in  vitro.  Dr.  R.  G.  White, 
working  at  the  London  Hospital  with  a 
grant  from  the  Council,  has  pursued 
the  matter  further  in  an  attempt  to  dis- 
cover which  cells  in  different  tissues 
make  antibodies.  He  used  a  technique 
whereby  antibodies  in  histological  pre- 
parations are  rendered  fluorescent  and 
can  be  identified  actually  within  the 
cells,  and  his  results  have  confirmed 
that  the  plasma  cells  which  develop 
from  cells  of  the  reticulo-endothelial 
system  when  antigenic  material  is  in- 
troduced into  the  body,  are  the  cells 
mainly  responsible.   Miss  Askonas  and 
Dr.  White  compared  the  quantity  of 
radioactive  antibody  synthesized  by  the 
tissues  in  vitro  with  the  number  of  anti- 
body-containing "  plasma  "  cells  which 
could  be  demonstrated  histologically, 
and  found  a  good  correlation  between 
them.  That  suggests  that  the  results  of 
such  experiments  obtained  in  vitro  may, 
partly  at  least,  hold  good  for  the  living 
animal. 

New  Chromatographic  Technique 

Dr.  R.  R.  Porter,  at  the  National  In- 
stitute for  Medical  Research,  has  deve- 
loped a  chromatographic  technique 
whereby  rabbit  gamma-globulin,  which 


is  homogeneous  by  other  physico-chemi- 
cal tests,  can  be  separated  into  several 
slightly  different  but  distinct  fractions. 
He  observed  that  antibodies  were  dis- 
tributed among  different  fractions  of 
the  gamma-globulin  in  a  manner  de- 
pending upon  how  often  the  antigen 
had  been  administered.  From  a  chroma- 
tographic study  of  the  radioactive  glo- 
bulin made  by  tissues  incubated  with 
radioactive  amino-acids  outside  the 
body,  it  seems  possible  that  there  is 
more  than  one  kind  of  cell  making  gam- 
ma-globulin, and  that  different  organs 
contain  such  cells  in  different  propor- 
tions. If  some  types  of  cells  react  to  the 
presence  of  antigen  at  once  by  the  pro- 
duction of  significant  amounts  of  anti- 
body, whilst  others  do  so  only  after  pro- 
longed contact,  that  could  explain  the 
change  in  the  properties  of  plasma  anti- 
body with  time. 

Dr.  D.  A.  Long,  studying  the  effect 
of  variations  in  the  diet  and  in  the  endo- 
crine balance  on  the  tuberculin  reac- 
tion, has  found  that  the  size  of  the 
tuberculin  reaction  in  guinea-pigs  can 
be  greatly  diminished  by  a  number  of 
substances,  some  of  which,  like  corti- 
sone, were  already  known  and  others  of 
which  are  still  under  investigation.  That 
approach  holds  out  possibilities  of  obtain- 
ing therapeutically  useful  results  in  man 
by  diminishing  the  intensity  of  allergic 
reactions,  but  some  of  the  trials  already 
made  in  patients  underline  the  uncer- 
tainty of  direct  application  of  such  ex- 
periments on  guinea-pigs  to  man.

Preparation  of  new  international  stan- 
dards for  Schick  test  toxin,  swine  erysi- 
pelas serum  anti-N,  P.P.D.  of  tubercu- 
lin (Avian),  thyrotrophi.n  and  oxy- 
tetracyclin;  new  international  reference 
preparations  of  CI.  welchii  antitoxin 
(type  B),  CI.  welchii  antitoxin  (type  D), 
protamine,  Mel  B  and  MS  b  (melaminyl 
trypanocides),  and  of  British  Standards 
of  poliomyelitis  antiserum  types  1  and  2.

National  survey,  by  the  Group  for 
Research  on  Drug  Sensitivity  in  Tuber- 
culosis, of  the  incidence  of  drug-resist- 
ant strains  of  tubercle  bacilli  among 
patients  who  have  not  had  previous 
chemotherapy;  influence  of  B.C.G.  vac- 
cination and  treatment  with  cortisone  on 
the  bacterial  action  of  isoniazid  in  ex- 
perimental tuberculosis  of  animals  . 

Studies  by  the  Radiotherapeutic  Re- 
search Unit,  London,  W.12,  on  the  clini- 
cal use  of  radioactive  isotopes.

Fluoride  Standards

Structure  of  Vasopresin 

Research  workers  at  the  Cornell  Uni- 
versity Medical  College,  New  York, 
have  proved  the  chemical  structure  of 
vasopresin.  The  research  team  is  now 
engaged  in  attempting  to  synthesise  the 
hormone. 

Storage  of  Vitamin  Bis  in  Liver 

According  to  research  workers  at  the 
University  of  California  and  the  Los

Centre,  the  liver  contains  enough  vita- 
min B,j  to  meet  body  needs  for  three  or 
more  years,  even  in  cases  where  absorp- 
tion of  the  vitamin  has  been  impaired.

In  Essential 
Oils,  Bois  de  rose  showed  a  decline 
to  $2  65  a  lb.  (down  35  cents),  but  Nut- 
meg, at  $7-75  was  up  40  cents,  and 
Sandalwood  at  $130,  was  up  25  cents 
per  lb.  Lower  per  lb.  were  Patchouli. 
at  $6-25;  Caraway,  $3  50;  Coriander, 
$1175;  Ceylon  Citronella,  90  cents, 
and  Formosan  $1-65;  and  Lemongrass, 
$2T5. 

HERB  CROPS  1956 

THE  following  crop  report  has  been 
received :  — 

William  Ransom  &  Son,  Ltd. — The 

cold  dry  weather  during  the  spring  and 
early  summer  retarded  plant  growth 
and  the  yields  for  Belladonna  and 
second  biennial  Henbane  have  been 
below  average.  The  plantations  of  both 
belladonna  and  henbane  sown  this 
year,  germinated  unevenly  but  recent 
heavy  thunderstorms  have  been  bene- 
ficial and  there  should  be  at  least  an 
average  crop  in  the  autumn.  Weather 
conditions  for  Lavender  and  Pepper- 
mint have  been  almost  ideal  and  both 
crops  are  looking  well,  particularly  the 
peppermint  which  has  made  strong 
growth  and  if  the  month  of  August  is 
dry,  there  will  be  a  good  yield  of  oil. 
As  far  as  we  are  aware  there  is  no 
scab  disease,  which  is  now  so  common 
amongst  lavender  grown  on  a  com- 
mercial scale.  We  will  have  a  good 
crop  of  Squirting  cucumber  if  there  is 
fine  weather  during  the  next  few  weeks. 
Stocks  of  Wild  lettuce  {Lactuca 
virosa),  Hemlock,  Matricaria,  Cheli- 
donium,  and  Anthemidis  are  expected 
to  be  enough  to  meet  any  reasonable 
demand.
